He spoke of Soviet-American 
relations as the ‘focal point” of 
international developments. He 
said world peace depended on 
good relations between the two 
countries, 

He said “mutual understand- 
ing’”’ must be strengthened ‘“‘so 
@s to reduce the cold war, 
whose authors do not reside in 
our country.” 

The Soviet official spoke of the 
“estrangement and _ distrust” 
which arose after the Soviet- 
American comradeship of World 
War II and said the ‘‘internation- 
al atmosphere has been poisoned 
by the venom of suspicion.” He 
added that ‘‘the greatest achieve- 
ments of humanggenius have 
been placed at the Feckless cause 
of preparing for war.” 

In a question-and-answer pe- 
riod after the address, Kozlov 
was asked whether the Rus- 
sians would “‘use force” to make 
West Berlin a “free city” if 
there were no agreement at the 
Geneva talks which are sched- 
uled to resume July 13. 

He replied that the Soviet 
Union would conclude a sep- 
arate peace treaty with Com- 
munist East Germany, “with al 
the consequences this entails” 
if the Big Four fail to reach a 
Berlin solution. 

If the Western Allies then re- 
fuse to recognize East Ger- 
many’s sovereignty and use 
force to maintain access to Ber- 
lin, then ‘force will be met with 
force,” Kozlov said. 

Stand on Other Issues. 

He’ made these other state- 
ments:: 

The Soviet government be- 
lieves that a summit confer- 
ence “will be useful no matter 
what is the outcome” of the 
Geneva conference. 

The Soviet Union is prepared 
to withdraw its troops from East 
Germany, Hungary and Poland 
if the United States pulls its 
forces from West Germany’ and 
other west European countries.

AGAIN; “Sutil

He Has Had Stroke 
and ‘Nervous Break- 
down,’ Refuses to 


Slow Up. 


COVINGTON, La., July 2 
(UPI)—Gov. Earl K. Long, la- 
boring under the strain of a 
“nervous breakdown’ and a 
stroke, suffered a ‘“‘slight heart 
failure’ last night. 


His medical staff, augmented 
by a heart specialist and a new 
psychiatrist, appeared to be 
deeply concerned, especially be- 
cause it is difficult to keep the 
63-year-old Governor from exert- 
ing himself. 

“We are concerned about, his 
condition,”” Dr. Victor Leif an- 
nounced after an oxygen tank 
had been wheeled into Long’s 
room. 


Long said yesterday his es- 
tranged wife Blanche had been 
reported to have tried to hire 
a man to kill him because she 
suspected he was attentive to 
another woman. 


She denied it “categorically” 
and Long later said he did not 
put much stock in the report 
anyway. He announced that he 
was going to reopen his cam- 
paign for re-election Saturday 
by making four speeches and 
going to a beauty contest. 


He went out for a drive and 
'a “good old-fashioned country 
dinner’ — actually lunch — ‘and 
returned to his “capitol” in a 
motel about 6 p.m. 

He apparently suffered the 
heart attack later in the eve- 
ning. His heart has not recov- 
ered completely from an attack

Atom Clock Being Made to Test 
Einstein’s Relativity Theory 


LOS ANGELES, July 2 (AP)— 
An atomic clock under develop- 
ment by Hughes Aircraft Co. for 
an orbiting satellite is expected 


to give Einstein’s theory of rela- 
tivity its most searching test. 
Described as the most accu- 
rate instrument package in the 
history of man, the 30-pound 
unit is to use the vibrations of 
ammonia molecules to assure a 
variation of‘only about one sec- 
ond in 1000 years. 
Synchronized with a similar 
clock on earth, the space clock 
should run slow compared with 
the ground clock for orbits be- 
low miles and fast above

A record high $12,377,849 op- | 
erating budget for the calendar | 
year 1959 was submitted to the 
St. Louis County Council yester- 
day by Supervisor James H. J.

The figure is $509,037 higher 
than the preliminary budget pre- 
sented last December by retiring 
Supervisor Luman F. Matthews. 

The council is empowered to 
increase or cut expenditures 
proposed by McNary.

The proposed budget contains

The sum _ recommended by 
McNary for operation of the 
various departments was $318,-

et. The item for maintenance of 
the Health Center was $81,562 
more than the $930,652 recom- 
mended by Matthews, and the 
bridge and road fund figure was 
$115,000 more than the $2,126.- 
920 shown in the. preliminary 
budget. 

McNary’s recommendation for 
maintenance of the County Hos- 
pital was $6480 less than the 
$2,248,400 proposed in the pre- 
liminary budget. 

Under the budget submitted

Local 805 has approximately 
2000 members, most of them 
drivers of trucks supplying ciga- 
rette and candy vending ma- 
chines. Contributions to the wel- 
fare and pension fund amount to 
about $300,000 a year. This covers 
$2000 life insurance for rank-and- 
file members and $11,000 for of- 
ficers. 

Committee Assertions.

1. Vault cash—Currency held 
by banks in their vaults—could 
be counted as reserves, thereby 
permitting member banks to ex- 
tend additional credit to bor- 
rowers. About two billion dol- 
lars is now held by member 
banks in their vaults, most of it 
in smaller banks. Proponents of 
the bill said treatment of vault 
cash as reserves would permit 
banks to cope with growing de- 
mands for credit in an expand- 
ing economy. 

2. Elimination of the central 
reserve city classification in de- 
fining top and bottom limits on 
reserve requirements. This 
classification applies only to 
some 32 banks in New York and 
The change would 


banks as reserve city banks with 
their reserve requirements 
lowered accordingly. Central 
reserve city banks now are re- 
quired to maintain between 13 
and 26 per cent of their demand 
deposits as reserves. These re-

Shrinking Liberties 


Supreme Court by close decision 
greatly impaired our confidence in 
it as a bulwark of the constitutional 
liberties of free speech, free press 
and free association. 

The Uphaus and Barenblatt deci- 
sions taken together practically 
grant what Justice Black calls the 
virtual power of ‘‘attainder,’’ of it- 
self forbidden in the Constitution.

_ . @xposure of unpopular positions will 
bring to him who is exposed penal- 
ties in public esteem and loss of job. 

All this is justified on the slim 
pretext that the scattered remnants 

» Of the Communist Party present. a 
danger worth ‘a sacrifice of our 
personal liberty. If anything, the 
Communist Party is helped when 
democracies imitate its tactics. 

The situation is the more serious 
because if the Legislature in New 
Hampshire can authorize its attor- 
ney general to undertake a fishing 
expedition into the religious and. 
political opinions of Dr. Uphaus, 
the legislature of Mississippi can 
surely authorize similar procedures 
to punish any man suspect of be- 
lieving in racial equalities. 

Even in the field of protecting 
its own unanimous decision in the 
matter of school integration, the 
court has gone backward. It has 
postponed indefinitely action against 
the vicious Virginia laws of massive 
resistance to school integration in 
the name of “equitable abstention’ 
under which the state courts must 
first act. 


Justice Douglas disposed of the 
pertinence of this position in his 
dissenting opinion. Justice so long 
postponed tends to be justice de- 
nied and we have little right to ex- 
pect the extraordinary patience of 
our Negro fellow countrymen to 
last forever. | 

I am a strong defender of the 
Supreme Court against the pow- 
erful attempts in Congress to limit 
its jurisdiction in the name of an 
unsound interpretation of state’s 
rights. It is not likely, however, 
that the court will endear itself to 
racial bigots and social reaction- 
aries in Congress by the kind of 
concessions the majority made in 
these decisions.

Intervention in Steel . 


- Whether it conformed to President Eisen- 
hower’s economic philosophy or: not, the 
White -House intervened in the deadlocked 
steel contract negotiations when it obtained a 
two-week delay in the threatened strike, and 
it should now follow through by organizing 
public opinion in support of a non-inflation- 
ary settlement. The President told his press 
copference Wednesday inflation would be a 
main issue in the 1960 campaign. Time and 
again he has pleaded for labor-management 
statesmanship to hold down the wa 
spiral; here is a chance for a piece of Admin- 
istration statesmanship that should not be al- 
lowed to slip away. 

What is so wrong with fact-finding? if the 
President feels that under existing circum- 
stances he is prevented by the Taft-Hartley 
Act from establishing a formal fact-finding 
board, as he was asked to do by President Mc- 
Donald of the steelworkers, why cannot he 
direct the gathering and publication of sta- 
tistical material by appropriate federal agen- 
cies? The President liked this idea when it 
was put to him June 17 by the Post-Dispatch 
Chief Washington Correspondent, Raymond 
P. Brandt, but he backed. away when he was 
warned by advisers that the choice of data 
would place the White House in the position 
of favoring one side or the other. 

This is not necessarily true. There is no 
reason why Mr. Eisenhower could not order 
a co-operative study by the Commerce De- 
partment, which is supposed to be sensitive 
to the interests of business, and the Labor 
Department, which watches out for labor. The 
two agencies co-operate now in the compila- 
tion of periodic employment reports, and 
they have the statistical facilities to act quick- 
ly. A joint report on wages, profits and pro- 
ductivity would eommand respect. There is 
no law to prevent Mr. Eisenhower from as- 
signing impartial experts and partisans of 
both sides to sit in with the departmental of- 
ficers if he chooses to do so. . 

The suspicion is inevitable that politics 
figures prominently in White House reluc- 
tance to participate more actively’ in the 
steel situation. President Truman’s use of. 
fact-finding procedures prompted Republicans 
in the 1952 and 1956 campaigns to emphasize 
their feeling that government intervention 
tends to undermine collective bargaining. If 
the President thinks all intervention is bad, 
he should not have intervened by receiving 


‘(McDonald for a “friendly” visit in his New 


York hotel suite May 14 when talks were 
under way, and he should not have intervened 
again three days before the strike deadline 
by urging both sides to continue bargaining 
without interruption of production. Obvious- 
ly intervention is a matter of degree and not 
of principle. 

There is little evidence, meanwhile, that 
either side intends to use the two-week grace 
period for hard and sincere bargaining. In 
the familiar pattern, “wildcat” strikes of 
steelworkers have broken out. The suspicion 
grows that the steel industry would like a 
strike, to justify price increases. and to de- 
plete inventories. 

It is by no means too late for the Admin- 
istration to take decisive action by providing 
facts so the public may, at least, determine 
for itself how to fix responsibility. 


Priority for Instruction 


The warning of Henry J. Kaiser Jr. that in- 
creased financial support for public education 
must be accompanied by wiser use of funds 
applies perfectly to the St. Louis school 
situation. 

St. Louis’s ward-oriented School Board has 
mo in almost the opposite direction to 
that stiggested by the California industrialist 
who heads the Oakland Good Schools Com- 
mittee in a paper read at the National Educa- 
tion Association’s meeting here. Instead of 
putting money where it would do the children 
the most good, the Board has given political 
patronage higher priority than instruction in 
cutting the budget—and it has done so with 
an arrogant disregard for the fact that it de- 
pends upon public support for a good portion 
of its financing. 

One way the St. Louis Board could court 
the public confidence it must have for suc- 
cess in next April’s tax election would be to 
transfer to instruction the money it has ear- 
marked to support more maintenance workers 
than its Building Commissioner says he needs, 
This might make it possible to restore the 
summer playground program or eliminate 
the $100-a-year tuition rise at Harris Teachers 
College, among other things. 

Either would be a wiser use of available 
money than putting it into a building main- 
tenance program that is mired in politics. 


Defense Dollar Rivalry 


The extent to which the nation’s economy 


is tied up in the national defense program 


is illustrated by the rivalry between the New 
York and the California Congressional dele- 
gations over their shares in the aircraft and 
missile business. What delights the Cali- 
fornia Congressmen is that their state’s slice 
of the total dollar volume of defense prime 
contracts has increased from 13 to 2f per 
cent in the past eight years. What worries 
the New York delegation is that during the 
same period New York’s share has declined 
from 18 to 11 per cent. 

Behind this rivalry for the defense dollar 
is legislation pertaining to negotiation of de- 
fense contracts which would require changes 
that the New York delegation views as bene- 
ficial for its constituents. It would require 
that negotiated contracts be competitive; that 
equal opportunity be proyided for bidders 
to revise their proposals; that a low bidder 
could request and receive an explanation if 
an award went to a higher bidder, and that 
a “fair share” of contracts should go te con- 
cerns in gurplus labor areas. 

There certainly is good reason for all of 
these proposals and even the California Con- 
gressmen, anxious as they are to hold what 
they have, are hard put to argue against them, 
Where they see the worst danger is in the 
proposal that contracts go to different areas 
for “strategic reasons” and to “suppliers from 
whom relatively smaller proportions of prop- 
erty have been purchased.” 

The Californians cry that this would turn 
defense procurement into “a glorified WPA.” 
The New Yorkers reply that for every Califor- 
nia tax dollar going into defense procurement 
California gets back $2.70 in defense con- 
tracts, while poor little old New York gets 
back only 64 cents on the dollar. 

Isn’t there anybody to speak up for the na- 
tion? Won't somebody in Congress point out

Citizens of Ilinois will find much to their 
benefit when they review the record of the 
1959 session of the Legislature at Springfield.

To meet greater 
government, the Legislature 
state sales tax half.a cent, raised the li 
tax and voted a half-cent county sales tax.

Both chambers are to be commended whole- 
heartedly on passing a major judicial reform 
measure which, starting at the grass roots, 
ends the fee-based justice-of-the-peace system 
that has plagued Illinois for so many years. 
In adopting a series of reform bills supported 
by the Illinois Judicial Council, the Legisla- 
ture reduced the number of justices of the 
peace from several thousand to 460, placed 
the survivors on salary and made them a 
more responsible part of the judicial system. 

This salvages an important aspect of the 
judicial amendment which the justices of the 
peace were instrumental in defeating narrow- 
ly last November, when the reform fell just 
short of the required two-thirds majority.» 
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related forward step is. the creation of the 
post of state court administrator to assist in. 


an orderly and efficient direction of the court 
system and the administration of justice. 

The enactments also reflect the Legisla- 
ture’s Awareness that people on salaries, pen- 
sions and relief cannot get along these days 
on the scale of the past. Unemployment com- 
pensation was increased and additional funds 
voted for relief purposes. Higher pensions 
were approved for retired teachers, many of 
whom have been hard pinched by unrealistic 
pre-inflation payments. The compensation of 
judges, state employes and state’s attorneys 
was also increased. Policemen were put on 
a 40-hour week. 

Some worthwhile measures fell by the way. 
One of these was the bill to establish equal 
job opportunity without regard to race as 
enforceable public policy. Another was the 
secret primary bill. But while it might have 
been still better, all in all it was a thoroughly 
creditable session. 


For a Prompt Replacement 


Although legally Lewis L. Strauss could 
have continued to hold the office of Secretary 
of Commerce until Congress adjourns, he 
serves the best interests of the Eisenhower 
Administration by resigning at this time. 

For had Mr. Strauss stayed on until Con- 
gress quits, there would have been no oppor- 
tunity for the White House to appoint a suc- 
cessor and obtain action on the nomination 
with the Senate still in session. And the fact 
that the Strauss appointment was another one 
of this Administration’s many recess appoint- 
ments was one of the scores against it. Too 
often the President’s advisers have induced 
him to make appointments when the Senate 
was not sitting, in an attempt, in part at least, 
so it has seemed, to force the Senate eventu- 
ally to take favorable action whether it liked 
the appointment or not. , 

We trust President Eisenhower will now 
nominate a fully qualified Secretary of Com- 
merce and that the Senate committee will 
review his record promptly. After all the tur- 
moil of recent weeks, the many and varied ac- 
tivities of the Department of Commerce de- 
serve a fulltime Cabinet executive. :

2. Nuclear Information, C.N.I.’s 
monthly publication, was started last 
fall to report new scientific facts in 
lay language. The March issue was 
entitled “Strontium-90 and Common 
Foods.” It served to point out that 
the public had heard much about ra- 
dioactivity in milk, but little about 
in other foods. 

3. C.N.I. has sponsored two series 
of five seminars each on radiation for 
the scientific and medical community, 
and three public metings at which 
qualified people discussed the conse- 
quences of radiation and fallout. 

4. At the request of the St. Louis 
Dairy Council, C.N.I. scientists last 
January issued a statement discussing 
the potential hazard from strontium-90 
in milk (the local milk supply has 
been showing the highest strontium-90 
concentration of 10 cities surveyed 
monthly by the U.S. Public Health 
Service—and nobody knows why). 

_ The statement said, in effect, that 
the harm that might result to children 


stances could not yet be assayed with 
certainty. It emphasized that milk, 
as an essential food, must not be elim- 
inated from the diet, and called for 
research on ways to lower its stron- 
tium-90 content. 


5. The Baby Tooth Survey was 
started last December as a 10-year 
scientific project. Directed by Dr. 
Louise Reiss, an internist, the cam- 
paign has the co-operation of the 
School of Dentistry .at both Washing- 
ton and St. Louis Universities. It has 
also served as an excellent device for 
calling attention to the more dreadful 
implications of nuclear fallout. 

The announcement was deliberately 
designed to soft-pedal the “human in- 
terest’ angle of the story and to stress 
scientific objectives. It said in part: 

“Deciduous teeth now being shed 
were formed from the minerals present 
in food eaten by mothers and infants 
during the period 1948 to 1953 -— the 
first few years of the fallout era — 
and therefore represent invaluable 
baseline information with which analy- 
sis of later teeth and bones can be 
compared. Unless a collection of de 
ciduous teeth is started immediately, 
scientists will lose the chance to learn 


how much strontium-90 human beings - 


absorbed during the first years of the 
atomic age. 

“Strontium-90 present in food ac- 
cumulates in bones and teeth; milk is 
the main food source of strontium-90. 
In sufficient amounts the radiation 
from strontium-90 may cause harmful 
effects, including bone tumors and 
other forms of cancer... .” 

At present, baby teeth are reaching 
the little office on West Pine boulevard 
at the rate of about 50 a day, The 
stockpile is still short of 10,000, al- 
though the estimated annual “fallout” 
of baby teeth in the St. Louis area is 
half a million. When enough have 
been accumulated, they will be classi- 
fied, ground up and analyzed at the 
Washington University School of Den- 
tistry, Mothers who request an indi- 
vidual report on their children's teeth 
are doomed to disappointment.

BALTIMORE, July 2 (AP) — 
Ask your neighbor who's the 
best relief pitcher in baseball 
and he most likely will name 
Pittsburgh's Elroy Face or New 
York's Ryne Duren. 

But in some ways the work 
of Billy Loes of Baltimore has 
been even more noteworthy be- 
cause the temperamental right- 
hander has been doing it with 
a sore arm.

STARTING @-YEAR TERM 


CHICAGO, July 2 (UPI)—Paul 
(The Waiter) Ricca, last of the 
old Capone mob, slipped almost 
unnoticed into the Federal Build- 
ing last night and surrendered to 
a United States marshal. After a 
night in Cook county jail, he was 
taken to the Terre Haute

A federal jury convicted Ricca

INDUSTRIAL RACE 
SPEEDUP ADKED 
BY KARUSHGHEY 


MOSCOW, prey 2 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Khrushchev has urged 
Russia to speed up technical prog- 
ress for the successful fulfill- 
ment of his ambitious seven- 
year program to match the 
United States in industrial out- 
put. 

In a 60-page speech Monday 
before the Communist party's 
., Central Committee, he said in- 
dustrial production had jumped 
ll per cent in the first five 
months of this year. 

He warned that only technical 
progress could insure more 
ductivity “which is extremely 
important for winning time in 
the peaceful competition with the 
most advanced capitalist coun- 
tries.” 

Khrushchev’s speech was 
spread over pages of Izvestia 
end Pravda today. It was the 
first time it had been published. 

The Soviet leader stressed the 
importance of designing new 
and more efficient machines for 
raising the quality of Russia's 
products and cutting their costs. 
On the subject of agriculture, 
Khrushchev said attention should 
be given in the future to boosting 
grain output further.

ioned technocrats are holding 
up economic expansion.

Khrushchev’s speech heralded 
the drafting of a lengthy Cen- 
tral Committee resolution calling 
for large-scale modernization of 
Soviet industry. 

Underscoring the urgency of 
replacing obsolete equipment in 
Soviet plants, Khrushchev said: 
‘‘We have launched a rocket in- 
to space. How is it that we are 
unable to eliminate quickly our 
shortcomings in the engineering 
industry?” 

He claimed “all branches” of 
the Soviet economy were on the 
upswing. “We have achieved 
good results in the first months 
of the fulfillmerit of the seven- 
year plan.” he sai 

Notes Short ngs. 

The Soviet Union now could 
develop light industry and the 
production of consumer goods 
without detriment to heavy in- 
dustry, Khrushchev asserted. 

He apparently did not gloss 
over the “shortcomings.” 

“The dispersal of funds over 
too many projects still continues 

” he said. 

” “Not enough care “is taken to 
receive production from the new 
undertakings as quickly as pos- 
sible.” 

He attacked delays in construc- 
tion time, and took a swing at 
local leaders who “‘violate party 
and state discipline by localism, 
by the arbitrary use of capital 
investments and material re- 
sources for local needs and by 
the non-fulfillment of co-ordinated 
delivery programs.” 

Khrushchev said his party 
would exert a much tougher 
control over industry and man- 
agement. 

The ruling presidium of the 
party’s Central Committee, he 
said, had recently decided to 
set up Communist committees 
within the production and trad- 
ing organizations ‘“‘to exercise 
the party’s control over the work 
of management.”

Types of Allergies 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

PLEASE EXPLAIN TO ME what is allergy. My doctor 
told me I had allergies in ‘my eyes. He told me to get non- 
allergenic cosmetics, and now it is hair shampoos. Does 
infection go with allergies? Is it'a blood disease?—Mrs. 

No, allergy isn’t infection. It isn’t blood disease. Allergy 
is a sensitivity to some pase ee: which, for most people, is 
harmless. 


Hay fever is a good example of one allergy fhat is very 
common. Pollen from ragweed and certain other plants will 
have no effect on most of us. But with a hay fever victim— 
someone who is unduly sensitive to the pollen, or in other 
words, is allergic to it—the pollen causes the nose and eyes 
to water. The victim sneezes, may have asthma and is gen- 
erally miserable. 


Keep in mind that almost anything can prove to 
be the “wrong” thing for somebody, if he or she has 
any tendency toward allergy. Also the part of the 
body which is affected can vary from one person to 
another. It may be the nose, throat, eyes, skin, mouth, 
etc, 


Some people can’t eat certain foods without breaking out 
\ in a rash, having their lips swell up, being nauseated and so on. 
Some dre allergi¢ to simply a cold. Some can be allergic to 
germs—they don’t necessarily contract the disease for which 
the germ is responsible, but they are sensitive to the germ 
from the allergic standpoint. Some are allergic to one kind 
of soap, but not another.

Since your trouble is around the eyes, the wise 
idea is to be suspicious of everything that comes in 
contact with their area. If avoiding cosmetics doesn’t 
give relief, then avoid shampoo, soap or anything else 
that touches the eyes. 


One other thing. I hate to be unduly suspicfous—but are 
you SURE you have stopped using all cosmetics around the 
eyes? Mascara? Eye shadow? Eye drops? Eyebrow pencil? 
Powder? EVERYTHING that gets in the vicinity of the eyes?
